NASHVILLE, Tenn., Jan. 13.—Ten­

was held constitutional by the state 
supreme court today, but the convic­ 
tion of John Thomas Scopes, Dayton 
school teacher, was ordered reversed 
because Scopes was fined $100 instead 
of $50. 
The high court remanded the case 
to the circuit court for retrial on 
ground that Judge John Rauiston vio­ 
lated the Tennessee constitution in 
fining Scopes more than $50- 
Justice Green, who read the deci­ 
sion, recommended that the case be 
tifbssed because flange* turd 4eft 
the ntgte. Justices Cook, ChambUess 
and Attgen assented, while Justice Mc­ 
Kinney in a dissenting opinion de­ 
clared the act was invalid. 
Overrules Assignment of Error. 
The m ajority opinion overruled all 
assignm ents of error made by Clar­ 
ence Darrow, Dudley Field Malone 
and ottier lawyers for Scopes nnd 
held that the legislature has the right 
to determ ine w hat should be taught 
in state tax-supported schools. 
In announcing the m ajority opinion 
Justice Green said: 
“If teaching Is ham pered by the 
anti evolution act, the m isfortune must 
be charged to the legislature. 
“The act, however, requires the I 
teaching of nothing, but forbids the I 
teaching of evolution of man from a1 
lower order of anim als.”

The decision w-as read shortly after J 
court convened this morning nearly 
two years after the passage of the 
much discussed bill. 
Universal Interest Shown. 
Only four of the five suprem e court 
judges who heard the review of the 
case here in May, 1925, were on the 
bench, the fifth, Judge Frank Hall of 
Dresden having died last sum mer, Tne 
four justices who made the decisiou 
were Chief Justice Grafton Green and 
associate Justices C. P. McKinney. W 
L. Cook, and A. W. Chambliss. 
The decision marked another step 
in one of the greatest legal battles of 
all time, in which such leading figures 
as ^Villiain Jennings Bryan, Darrow, 
Malone and others took a prom inent 
part.

The decision was read shortly after I 
court convened this morning nearly 
two years after tho passage of tho 
much discussed bill. 
Universal Interest Shown. 
Only four of the five supreme court 
judges who heard the review of the 
case hero in May, 1925, were on the 
bench, the fifth, Judge Frank Hall of 
Dresden having died last summer. Tse 
four justices who made the decision 
were Chief Justice Grafton Green aud 
associate Justices C. P. McKinney. W 
I j . Cook, and A. W. Chambliss. 
The decision marked another step 
in one of the greatest legal battles of 
all time, in which such leading figures 
as *VVilliam Jennings Bryan. Barrow. 
Malone and others took a prominent 
part. The case is now expected to N> 
to the U. S. supreme court.

The Farmer’s Day 


It isn’t light, according to the Saskatchewan Farmer, that 
fanners should have to stick sc rigidly to their eight-hour day— 
“eight hours before*dinner and eight hours after.” 
“Why should not the farmer,4* it asks, “take full advantage 
of the new freedom given by new and improved agricultural ma­ 
chinery, and shorten his hours of work so that he may be able 
to enjoy life as he goes along, instead of wearing himself out, 
so that when he finally breaks down with rheumatism, spavined 
knee, heaves and his digestion pretty well gone from too hastily 
gobbled meals which he did not have time to digest, he may creep 
to town to linger on a few years as a retired farmer.” 
All right, why not? Henry Ford has the same hunch, and 
■hows the way. 
Ford’s plan seems to be that the fanner should do all his 
farm work in about four hours in the morning, with the aid of 
tractors and accessories, then eat a leisurely meal—not a “din­ 
ner” but a light lunch—and spend four hours in the afternoon 
working in a Ford factory set up at the nearest waterfall or^i 
Ford assembling plant in the nearest visage. From which eight 
hours’ labor the farmer would derive such emolument that he 
would be in the market every few months for another Ford car or 
truck or tractor.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 15— Is the Cal­ 
les government of Mexico communis­ 
tic?

government Is not, for Its land laws 
are the only thing about Mexico that. 
by any stretch cf the imagination, can 
bn Interpreted as savoring of commuu 
ism. 
Mexico’s system of land tenure, from 
before 
the 
Spanish conquest up to 
1874, 
undoubtedly was communistic, 
in a way. 
That is to say, (lie farm land was 
held by the state.

When i young Indian married and 
wanted to set un an establishment of 
his own. he applied to the authorities 
of Ms village or town for an allotment 
of land.

This is 
the kindergarten stage of 
travel; the sort of 
thing that inter­ 
ests the children back home. 
Doubt­ 
less some persons have kindergarten 
minds, which 
they never outgrow’. 
Such see only the superficial aspects 
ot their fellows — the clothes they 
wear, the automobiles they drive, the 
styles of houses in which they live. 
Mature observers of 
life, however, 
are more interested in what goes on 
inside a m an’s clothes than in what

of the portentous phases of present 
politics. 
China’s

Russia’s ideas mean more than Rus­ 
sia's markets. 
Egypt’s new national 
self consciousness is far more import­

A Highway Engineering and Research Council is being organ­ 
ized in Ohio for the purpose of gathering and studying the latest, 
m ost economical and efficient road practices. 
It is to act as a 
clearing house for information about the construction and testing 
of good roads. 
Ohio is pioneering in this effort to make the ex­ 
perience and wisdom of any part of the state available to all the 
rest of the state. 
The council will he headed by an authority on foundations 
and soils. 
Its personnel will include a city manager, a service 
^ a iT and 
123 
director, a form er state highway director, members of legislative 
highw ay com m issions, a park board director, professors and labor­ 
atory men, engineers, contractors and road material men. 
All 
shades of opinion will be represented as well as all types of road- 
building experience. 
If the new council does its work well and its findings are 
promptly used to the best advantage by state and local communi­ 
ties in building and m aintaining roads, Ohio should experience a 
great advance in the quality o f its highw ays. 
B etter roads at 
m ost economical costs are worth working for. 


Cars And Cars And Cars 


This automobilious country, already saturated w ith motor 
cars, gained IO per cent last year, bringing the present registra­ 
tion up to about 22,300,000. 
This means one car for every five 
people. According to the usual reckoning, it means an average of 
l>ne car per family. 


By all the prophecies of previous years, it should mean super­ 
saturation. Yet the m anufacturers keep right on producing new 
cars at the rate of several a minute, and the public keeps right 
on absorbing them. 
Two and a half m illions a year are needed 
flow merely for replacements, as the old w recks fall by the way­ 
side. 
And probably a couple of millions more can be sold this 
year, to people whose consciences are already weakened as they 
figure out the installm ent possibilities. 
A new idea is rapidly taking possession of the American fam ­ 
ily mind. 
H aving got used to one car, tho family needs two cars.

W ASHINGTON, D. D„ Jan. 13.— In 
th eir efforts to relieve in a m easure 
the situation created by the over-pro 
duction of cotton with a resultant Ue- 
m oraiizatiou of cotton prices, m anufac­ 
tu rers have been endeavoring in every 
way possible to create a wider dem and 
for cotton fabrics.

fabrics 
m ore attractive. 
T h ey w ant A m erican w om en to use 
cotton as extensively as they have 
come to use silk, and th eir selling ex­ 
perience has convinced then., they say,

ric that looks like silk, feels like silk,

The m anufacture of celanese yarn 
also starts with cellulose, but instead 
of proceeding imm ediately with Its so­ 
lution and reg* Deration, th e cellulose 
Is put through a lengthy chem ical pro­ 
cess which changes its n atu re entire 
ly and converts it into an entirely 
different chem ical substance, cellulose 
acetate.

24 FIRE DEATHS 
DURING DECEMBER 


S tate Fire Marshal C. L Topping re­ 
ports 24 people fatally burned last 
month, a larger num ber than for any 
other month In the five years he has 
been directing the d e p artm en t and 
probably a record monthly fire m ortal­ 
ity since the d ep artm e n t’s institution. 
In November 19 deaths were recorded 
and th at set a near high record up to 
that time. 
Fifteen of Hie December casualties 
are charged to unscreened open fires- 
T he victims last m onth were mostly 
children whoso clothing Ignited from 
hornet ires which they approached too 
closely 
Eleven of the IS are dead, 
one la still living and there Is hope 
for the recovery of another. T w o o th ­ 
e rs were very seriously burned. 
T he palm for lowered tire w aste In 
W est Virginia In 1926 will go to H u n t­ 
ington, It Is stated by Mr. Topping. 
T he Cabell city's percentage decrease 
will be much g reater than for o th er 
com m unities in its class and doubtless 
will exceed the reduction per cen t of 
any city or town In the state. 
H untington's fire losses in 1926 to­ 
taled $188,409, a reduction of $715,099 
from the total of $991,058 In 1925. Tho 
abnorm al lo** In 1925 was due to a 
aeries of serious fires, one of them the 
burning of the Zenner B radshaw de­ 
p artm en t store.
